Autliiirized  building  permils.  which  lopped 
$100  million  for  the  first  time  in  San  Fran- 
cisco's history  in  19.59.  amounted  to  $130  mil- 
lit)n  in  1960,  18  per  cent  above  the  previf)us 
record  year,  according  to  the  Research  De- 
partment of  the  Chamber.  Permits  issued 
numbered  11.741.  6.5  per  cent  above  19.59. 
The  number  of  dwelling  units  authorized. 
3.880.  was  26  per  cent  higher  than  the  19.59 
record  of  3.069. 

The  largest  single  contract  ever  awarded 
for  construction  in  San  Francisco  was  made 
last  year  — $.32.5  million  for  the  20-story 
Court  House  and  Federal  Office  Building  at 
Civic  Center.  Work  is  scheduled  to  begin  by 
mid-summer  and  to  be  completed  bv  niid- 
1963. 

Major  projects  authorized  inrludril 
two  buildings  costing  more  than  $10 
million  each,  the  Hall  of  Justice  and 
the  Hilton  Hotel.  Twenty-two  projects 
costing  from  SI  milHon  to  $5  million 
each  were  authorized,  including  the  In- 
ternational Building,  Alice  Grillilh  pub- 
lic housing,  the  Comslock  and  Fontana 
cooperative  apartments  and  the  com- 
pleted Bayshore-Southern  Freeway  in- 
terchange. 


Another  milesloiie  was  passed  last  year  with 
the  first  sale  of  cleared  land  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Redevelopment  Agency,  the  30-block. 
108-acre  Western  Addition  project  where  at 
least  1.100  dwelling  units  and  a  $7  milliim 
Japanese  cultural   center  will   arise. 

Demolition  has  begun  for  the  Golden 
Gateway  project  and  the  first  phase  of 
construction  is  scheduled  to  begin  this 
year  on  redevelopment  of  the  city's  an- 
cient   produce    area.     Perini-San    Fran- 
cisco Associates  won  the  design  competi- 
tion  to    turn    the    45    acres    into    2,174 
apartment  units  in  eight  25-story  build- 
ings, a  1,800-car  garage  and  a  25-story 
office  building  (estimated  cost  of  from 
$60  million  to  $80  million). 
A  third  redevelopment  project  moved  ahead 
with  the  beginning  of  grading  operations  in 
Diamond   Heights,  a  barren   331-acre  hillsite 
near  Twin  Peaks.  Here  some  3.040  homes  and 
apartments  will  go  up  and  may  add  as  many 
as  8.000  persims  to  the  city's   population   by 
1963. 

Other  recently  announced  multi-million  dol-

Biisiiu'ss  activity  in  San  Francisco  ff>r  !)c- 
ccmbfr  was  up  3.0  per  cent  over  tlie  same 
month  of  1959  and  the  year  was  up  6.5  per 
cent  over  the  previous  year,  according  to  the 
Research  Department  of  the  Chamber.  The 
Chamber  December  business  activity  index 
was  214.2.  exceeding  200  for  the  second  time 
in  ihc  economic  hi.story  of  San  Francisco. 

The  1960  average  of  178.6.  based  on  tlie

ORIANA,  "longer  than  two  football  fields"  .  .  . 

Welconning  of  the  S.S.  Oriana  to  San  Francisco,  her  North  American  honne  port 
Sunday,  February  5,  stresses  the  traditional  ties  between  the  City  by  the  Golden 
Gate,  the  Pacific  Area,  and  the  British  Commonwealth. 

The  welcome  of  the  great  luxury  liner  will  be  highlighted  by  a  civic  luncheon 
Monday  noon,  February  6,  at  the  Mark  Hopkins  Hotel  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
British-American  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Trade  Center,  the  San  Francisco 
Area  World  Trade  Association,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber,  Marine  Exchange  and 
World  Trade  Authority. 

Oriana,  launched  November,  1959,  is  the  first  of  two  new  superliners  to 
join  P  &  O-Orient's  fleet  of  16  passenger  liners.  The  40,000-ton  vessel  carries 
638  first  class  and  1,496  tourist  class  passengers.  She  is  longer  (804  feet)  than  two 
football  fields,  yet  she  can  sail  sideways  up  to  a  dock  as  gently  as  you  can  park 
a  car.  Her  cruising  speed  of  27I/2  knots  cuts  the  record  time  between  the  West 
Coast  and   London   by  almost  two  weeks. 

There  are  903  British  seamen  aboard  Oriana,  almost  one  for  every  two  pas- 
sengers. 

There  are  I  I  passenger  decks  on  the  Oriana,  a  fully-equipped  two-story 
theater  for  feature  movies,  television  shows  and  concerts,  three  swimming  pools, 
(each  with  a  "seagoing  sidewalk  cafe"),  five  game  decks,  a  beautiful  restaurant, 
ballrooms,    spectacular    lounges    and    numerous    playdecks. 

The  ship  is  air-conditioned  and  humidity-controlled  throughout.  Rolling  is 
minimized  by  gyroscopic  stabilizers  and  pitching  is  reduced  by  an  unusual  hull 
design  feature,   the   "bulbous  bow." 

One  of  the  largest  all-welded,  all-aluminum  superstructures  in  the  world  is 
built  into  the  liner,  a  five  passenger  deck  superstructure  embodying  two  million 
pounds  of  aluminum.  Total  area  of  bulkheads  and  decks  complete  is  almost  350,000 
square  feet  with  some  20  miles  of  special  extruded  aluminum  sections.  Deck  panels 
are  25  feet  square  and  weigh   almost  two  tons.

S.  F.  Business  Activity  Sets  Record  for  Month  of  January 


Business  activity  in  San  Francisco  reached 
a  record  high  for  the  month  of  January,  ac- 
cording to  the  Research  Deparlmeni  of  the 
Chamher. 

The  ('hamber  business  activity  index 

of  186.1,  based  un  the  1947-49  average 

n{  100.  was  10.1  per  cent  above  the  fig- 
ure of  January  a  vear  ago. 

Bank  debits  in  San  Francisco  rose  15.7  per 
cent  and  electrical  energy  sales  6.2  per  cent. 
Department  store  sales  dropped  .S.2  per  cent 
and  freight  car  loadings  slipped  5.3  per  cent 
—  the  lowest  level  in  San  Francisco  in  many 
years. 

Bank  debits  rose  14.5  per  cent  in  San  Jose, 
14.4  per  cent  in  Berkeley.  6.8  per  cent  in 
Santa  Rosa  and  fell  9.6  per  cent  in  Oakland. 
Department  store  sales  rose  5.8  per  cent  in 
Oakland  and  1.8  per  cent  in  San  Jose.  Freight 
car  loadings  for  the  Bay  .Area  in  general  fell 
5.1  per  cent. 

While  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
problem  of  rising  unemployment  in  the  state 
anil  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  a  point 
seemingly  overlooked  is  that  total  employment 
has  increased  in  January  over  the  same  month 
last  year  by  12.700  persons  in  the  six-country 
labor  market  (the  counties  of  San  Francisco, 
Alameda.  Contra  Costa,  Marin,  San  Mateo 
and  Solano).  However,  the  percentage  of  the 
labor  force  without  employment  in  January, 
6.4  per  cent,  was  at  the  highest  level  since 
April,  19.58,  but  also  was  the  lowest  of  any  of 
the  state's  metropolitan  areas. 

Construction  activity  in  San  Francisco, 
measured  by  building  permits  authorized,  was 
at  the  highest  January  level  in  recent  years 
with  954  projects  valued  at  $11.1  million. 
Seven  major  projects  were  involved:  the  new 
French  Hospital.  5th  avenue  and  Geary.  $2.7 
million;  Wells  Fargo  Bank  American  Trust 
C(jmpany  data  processing  center.

Music  in  San  Francisco  has  come  a  long  way  since  a  woman  violinist  in  the  Gold 
Rush  days  "taxed  strength  and  muscle  by  alternating  musical  offerings  with  gym- 
nastic skills"  in  the  city's  El  Dorado  gambling  saloon  on  the  Barbary  Coast. 

The  first  concert  performed  In  San  Francisco,  In  1850,  was  described  as  "an 
exquisite  execution  of  the  classics  on  a  trombone  by  Signer  Lobero."  A  Hungarian 
violinist,  MIska  Hauser,  led  the  city's  first  chamber  music  group,  described  by  him 
as  "a  mental  quadrologue  of  equally  attuned  souls."  (The  viola  player  later  suc- 
cumbed to  an  attack  of  Indigestion.) 

The  development  of  San  Francisco  symphony  orchestration 
was  given  its  first  real  Impulse  by  Rudolph  Herold,  a  pianist 
and  conductor  who  led  an  orchestra  of  60  pieces  in  the  first 
of  his  concerts  in  1865.  Herold  was  followed  by  such  dis- 
tinguished conductors  of  the  times  as  Louis  Homeler,  Gustav 
Hinrichs  and  Fritz  Scheel,  the  latter,  highly  esteemed  by  Brahms, 
Tschalkovsky,  and  Von  Bulow,  founded  the  Philadelphia  Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 

The  present  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra — which  will 
be  a  half-century  old  December  8,  1961 — Is  the  first  and  only 
one  in  the  nation  to  be  assisted  regularly  with  public  funds. 
Since  Its  debut  In  191  I,  It  has  enjoyed  more  than  local  respect 
under  the  baton  of  Henry  Hadley,  Alfred  Hertz,  Basil  Cameron, 
Issay  Dobrowen,  Pierre  Monteux  and  Enrique  Jorda.  The  first 
major  orchestra  to  allow  women  to  perform,  the  San  Francisco  r    ■         ■     , 

Symphony  Orchestra  also  has  fostered  such  prodigies  as  YehudI 
Menuhin,  Ruth  Slenzynski,  Rugglero  Ricchi,  Patricia  Benkman  and  Grisha  Goluboff. 

In  the  '50's  and  60's  such  singers  as  Eliza  BIscciantI,  Catherine  Hayes  and  Madam 
Anna  Bishop  gave  San  Francisco  Its  first  reputation  as  an  opera  loving  community. 
The  famed  TIvolI  Opera  House,  beginning  in  1879,  had  operatic  performances  every 
day  in  the  year  without  a  break  for  26  straight  years,  a  record  In  the  history  of  the 
American  theatre.  The  great  Luisa  Tetrazzlnl  was  discovered  by  the  colorful  man- 
ager of  the   Tlvoli,   William   H.   (Doc)    Leahy. 

The  San  Francisco  Symphony,  comprised  of  100  top-ranked  musicians  who  also 
form  the  nucleus  for  the  San  Francisco  Opera  and  San  Francisco  Ballet,  is  kept  in 
existence  despite  an  annual  deficit  caused  by  operating  expenses.  The  efforts  of 
the  San  Francisco  Association  and  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  Foundafion  are 
devoted  to  keeping  the  Symphony  extant. 

This  year  the  Symphony  Foundation,  a  non-profit  organization,  seeks  to  raise 
about  $50,000  through  selling  $10  memberships  to  5,000  persons  throughout  the 
Bay  Area. 

"Benefits  of  membership  in  the  Foundation  Include  the  pleasure  of  helping  to 
fulfill  the  Foundation's  aims,  attendance  at  an  orchestral  rehearsal,  a  special  sym- 
phony concert  and  a  gala  reception  honoring  the  conductor  and  men  and  women 
of  the  orchestra,"  according  to  Clark  W.  Maser,  campaign  chairman.

Board  Backs  Yacht 
Harbor  Development 

Directors  of  the  Chamber  have  voted  ap- 
proval and  support  of  the  projected  develop- 
ment of  the  San  Francisco  Marina  Yacht 
Harbor,  according  to  O.  R.  Doerr.  Chamber 
President. 

^^Expansion    of    facilities    at    Marina 
Yacht    Harbor    has    been    a    subject    of 
studies  by  the  Capital  Improvement  and 
Land   Use   section   of  the   Chamber   for 
many  years,''  Doerr  pointed  out. 
The  plan,  prepared  by  the  engineering  firm 
of  Hutchison  and  Hayes,  provides  berths  for 
a  total  of  669  boats.  Modern  berths  of  wood 
and    polystrene    construction,    serviced    with 
water   and   electricity,   will   be   provided    for 
all  who  now  rent  berths  in  the  Marina,  resi- 
dents and   non-residents  alike;    all   those   on 
the  applicant  list,  and  residents  without  berths 
now  in  substandard  berths  in  the  city  or  in 
berths  outside  of  the  city. 

■'Surveys  show  that  there   is  a   great  need 
for  expansion  of  jiresent  facilities."  Doerr  con- 
tinued. ""There  are   an   estimated  5,000   boat 
owners  in  the  city  who  keep  boats  in  garages 
and  in  many  other  sections  of  the  bay  area. 
"It   requires    $316,000    to   bring   the 
harbor  up  to  required  standards  and  as 
a  prerequisite  to  obtaining  a  $1.5  mil- 
lion stale  loan.  If  $250,000  is  put  into 
the  1961-62  Recreation  and  Park  budg- 
et   for   this    purpose,   the   work   can    be 
started  anil  then  the  state  loan  will  be 
forthcoming."

Drayage  Tariff  Is 
Opposed  by  Board 

Establishment  of  a  single  minimum  rate 
drayage  tariff  for  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
has  been  opposed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Chamber,  according  to  0.  R.  Doerr,  Cham- 
ber President. 

Action  of  the  Chamber  directors  followed 
the  recommendation  of  the  Chamber  Trans- 
portation Committee,  of  which  Gerald  H. 
Trautman  of  McCutchen,  Doyle,  Brown  & 
Enersen,  is  Chairman. 

The  first  public  hearing  on  this  proposal 
(California  Public  Utilities  Commission  Case 
No.  5441)  was  held  Wednesday  to  determine 
whether  or  not  there  is  a  public  need  for  such 
a  separate  area-wide  tariff. 

The  proposal  would  establish  a  single  min- 
imum rate  tariff  for  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Drayage  Area,  comprised  of  14  counties. 

■'Shipper'  members  of  the  Chamber  commit- 
tee believe  that,  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge, 
there  is  no  shipper  need  or  request  for  such 
a  consolidated  area  and  single  tariff,"  Doerr 
said. 

Federal  Subsidies  Hit 

Chamber  directors  have  reaffirmed  opposi- 
tion to  the  use  of  federal  subsidies  to  encour- 
age industrial  development  in  "distressed 
areas."  such  as  proposed  in  the  $300  million 
Area  Redevelopment  Act.

Altlii>iij:li  San  Francisco  business  activity 
slipped  9.2  per  cent  from  January  to  February 
of  this  year  it  rose  2.7  per  cent  in  February 
compared  to  the  same  month  last  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  Research  Department  of  the 
(Chamber. 

The  (Chamber  business  imlcx  (ijiure  of  169.0 
in  February  showed  declines  from  January 
in  each  *)f  its  four  coniponents  hut  bank 
debits  and  electric  energy  sales  showed  gains 
of  4.1  per  cent  and  4.7  per  cent,  respectively, 
over  February  of  1960.  Freight  car-loadings 
and  department  store  sales  in  San  Francisco 
showed  drops  of  13.1  per  cent  and  2.5  per  cent 
under  the  same  period  last  year.

Value  of  all  construction  permits  is- 
sued in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  for 
February  amounted  to  $66,4  million  or 
10.9  per  cent  above  a  year  ago.  Resi- 
dential construction,  however,  fell  off 
20,8  per  cent  from  February  of  last 
year  and  14,5  per  cent  from  January 
to  February  of  this  year,  Santa  Clara 
County  accounted  for  ,S1,6  per  cent  of 
the  total  value  of  construction  permits 
issued,  nearly  $21  million  worth  in  Feb- 
ruary.

One  of  these 
failures  involved  some  $800,000  in  outstand- 
ing liabilities — largest  in  many  months  here. 
In  the  first  two  months  of  this  year  751  bank- 
ruptcy petitions  were  filed  in  Federal  District 
Cimrt   for   the   Bay   Area    40    per  cent  more 
tlian  a  year  ago. 

Since  .Septi'mliir  of  last  year,  scheduled 
airline  arrivals  and  departures  from  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  have  been  less 
than  the  correspcmding  period  a  year  ago, 
caused  in  jiart  by  .service  interruptions  over 
labor  disputes.  Increa.ses  in  passenger  traffic 
for  December  and  January,  which  usually 
show  a  gain  of  more  than  10  per  cent,  were 
very  slight.

Chamber  Backs  Junior  College  Admission  Bill 

Autliority  to  admit  to  junior  colleges,  on  a  provisional  basis,  persons  wlio  have  not 
graduated  from  high  school  should  be  given  to  the  governing  boards  of  school  districts 
rather  than  the  principal  of  a  college,  according  to  the  view  of  the  Chamber  directors. 

Agreement  of  the  board  on  As.sembly  Bill  1277  (Hanna).  which  also  would  require 
such  persons  to  maintain  a  C  average  to  continue  in  junior  college,  resulted  from  a 
recommendation  of  the  Chamber  Educatiim  Committee  of  which  Kenneth  R.  Rearwin. 
Vice  President  and  Manager.  Merrill  Lynch.  Pierce.  Fenner  &  Smith,  is  Chairman. 

"This  bill  would  curtail,  to  a  small  extent,  the  number  of  persons  entering  junior 
college  without  having  met  generally  accepted  entrance  requirements,"  Rearwin  said. 
"Thus  it  would  provide  greater  opportunities  for  enrollment  to  those  who  are  unques- 
tionably qualified. 

"To  a  small  degree,  the  bill  coulrl  help  alleviate  overcrowded  conditions  at  junior 
colleges  which  are  already  faced  by  heavy  demands  for  entrance.  At  the  same  time  it 
would  not  close  the  door  to  those  deserving  oi  higher  education  whether  or  not  they  are 
high  school  graduates."

San  Franciscana — 

Tea^ardeii  —  A  Toiieli  of  Old  Japan 

San  Francisco,  the  Gateway  to  the  Orient — and  a  "World  Within  A  City"  with 
its  greatly  diversified   racial   population  —  contains   a   Japanese  Tea    Garden   which  ! 
would  be  classic  within  Japan  itself. 

In  1893  San  Francisco,  with  a  population  of  about  300,000,  saw  18  of  its  banks 
closed  as  a  result  of  a  nationwide  de- 
pression. In  an  effort  to  facilitate  a 
business  revival,  the  famous  California 
Mid-Winter  Exposition  was  opened  the 
following  year  in  January.  The  exposi- 
tion covered  some  60  acres  in  Golden 
Gate  Park  centering  around  the  music 
concourse. 

One  of  the  backers  of  the  Exposi- 
tion was  an  Australian,  George  Turner 
Marsh,  who,  in  1876,  opened  America's 
first  art  goods  store,  in  the  famed  ar- 
cade of  the  old  Palace  Hotel.  The  Tea 
Garden,  then  called  the  Japanese  Vil- 
lage, was  created  with  the  advice  of 
Marsh's  good  friend,  the  legendary 
park  superintendent,  John  McLaren. 

One  of  the  laborers  imported  from  Japan  to  work  in  the  garden  was  Makoto 
Hagiwara,  who  displayed  such  skill  that  in  1910  the  Park  Commission  turned  the  con- 
cession over  to  him.  Later,  Hagiwara  and  his  family  built  a  home  there  and  his  children 
continued  its  operation  after  his  death.  This  "dynastic"  succession  was  ended  in  1942 
when  the  Hagiwaras  were  relocated  by  the  War  Department. 

The  Tea  Garden  is  entered  through  a  tall,  arched  gateway  comprised  of  hundreds 
of  hand-carved  pieces  of  wood,  a  treasured  San  Francisco  landmark  and  one  of  the  ! 
few  remaining  reminders  of  the  1894  Exposition.  j 

Among  the  many  other  features  are  a  moon  bridge,  a  model  Japanese  dwelling,  j 
a  gigantic  bronze  Buddha  (said  to  be  the  largest  ever  to  leave  the  Orient),  a  multiple-  ! 
tiered  temple  and  picturesque  gateways.  In  the  area  formerly  occupied  by  the  homes  j 
of  the  Hagiwara  family  is  a  broad  terrace  overlooking  a  sunken  garden  with  a  series  j 
of  pools  and  a  lush  planting  of  dwarf  maples,  azaleas  and  conifers  against  a  backdrop  ! 
of  bamboo.  i 

The  variety  of  plants  includes  Japanese  cherries,  specimens  of  the  famed  Mag-  I 
nolia  Cambellii  and  a  very  old  Magnolia  Soulangeana  which  flowers  heavily.  There  j 
also  are  many  varieties  of  Chinese  rhododendrons,  azaleas,  maples,  bamboos,  pines  j 
and  other  conifers.  Contributing  boldly  to  the  scene  are  specimens  of  the  Aralia  j 
Sieboldii  and  Papyrifera.  j 

The  shrubs  and  trees  are  especially  pruned.  Even  the  mature  40-foot  pines  have  j 
been  carefully  thinned  and  pruned.  Every  single  branchlet — of  which  there  are  many  1 
thousands  —  has  been  individually  hand  pruned.  Adding  to  this  zigzag  pattern  of! 
Oriental  gardening  are  trimmed  hedges  of  evergreen  bamboo.  j 

The  garden  combines  the  concepts  of  a  landscape  style  popular  during  the  Muro- 
machi  Era  5,000  or  so  years  ago  and  of  the  Impressionist  School  (1534-1565). 
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Not  Enough  Freeways  to  Handle  SF  Traffic  Jam-ups 


Traffic  volume,  which  has  increased  by  one-third  since  1947  in  San 
Francisco,  will  increase  again  by  one-half  of  its  present  volume  by 
1975. 

That's  the  prediction  of  the  Chamber  Civic  Development  Com- 
mittee, of  which  George  F.  Hansen.  Vice  President-Secretary  of  Matson 
Navigation  Company  is  Chairman,  and  the  Chamber  Street,  Highway 
and  Bridge  Section,  of  wliich  Leonard  S.  Mosias,  Architect,  is  Chair- 
man. 

With  only  the  existing  and  presently  approved  freeways  in  opera- 
tion, peak  hour  traffic  congestion  will  continually  worsen,"  Hansen 
stated.  "Even  IF  a  bay  area  rapid  transit  system  comes  into  being  by 
1975,  there  still  will  be  very  serious  congestion. 

"Present  traffic  volumes  are  in  excess  of  the  capacity  of  many  parts 
of  the  existing  system  of  streets  and  freeways.  Out  of  the  seven  major 


traffic  corridors  serving  different  sectors  of  the  city  four  do  not  have 
the  capacity  to  meet  peak  hour  demands." 

His  conclusions  resulted  from  a  study  by  the  Civic  Development 
Committee  and  the  Street.  Highway  and  Bridge  Section  which,  in 
turn,  resulted  in  endorsement  by  the  Chamber  directors  of  plans  of 
the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  and  County  for  9.1  miles  of  freeways  costing  an  estimated 
$216  million. 

The  15-year  plan  includes  7.1  miles  for  the  Western  Freeway,  cost- 
ing an  estimated  $173  millon;  conversion  of  the  Park-Presidio  Boule- 
vard into  a  freeway,  0.9  miles.  $2  million;  extension  of  the  Central 
Freeway,  0.5  miles,  $9  million;  and  construction  of  a  Russian  Hill 
tunnel,  0.6  miles,  $32  millon.

SF-ihe  Medical  Center  of  The  West 

San  Francisco's  role  as  the  Medical  Center  of  the  West  is  reflected  in  the  fact 
that  33  per  cent  of  all  patients  admitted  to  its  hospitals  conne  from  outside  the  city. 
Of  these,  many  are  sent  by  physicians  In  distant  communities  —  and  even  in  other 
countries. 

Among  the  hundreds  of  dramatic  examples  during  a  year  are  patients  from 
India,  Mexico  and  Peru  to  use  recently-developed  light  coagulators  to  repair  retinal 
detachments;  a  U.  S.  airman's  daughter  in  from  Tokyo  and  a  four-year-old  Eskimo 
boy,  both  for  open-heart  surgery;  a  youthful  father  from  Walnut  Creek,  whose  falter- 
ing heart  Is  now  kept  beating  regularly  and  effectively  by  a  tiny  electronic  pace- 
maker; a  Fresno  construction  foreman  who  owes  his  life  to  a  silicone  rubber  valve, 
implanted  In  a  heart  ravaged  by  rheumatic  fever,  which  controls  the  blood  flow  to 
the  arterial  system;  a  hydroplane  pilot,  victim  of  a  near-fatal  skull  fracture  in  a  racing 
accident  In  Idaho;  and  many  other  examples.

1960  WORLD  TRADE  IN  S.  F.  CUSTOMS  DISTRICT 

Led  by  a  31,8  per  cent  increase  in  exports,  world  trade  through  S,  F,  Customs 
District  in  1960  reached  a  new  high  of  $1.2  billion,  surpassing  1959,  the  former 
record  year,  by  15,7  per  cent. 

An  aggressive  export  program  in  San  Francisco  helped  push  the  value  of  ex- 
ports to  .$721  million,  while  over  $520  million  in  imports  came  into  Northern  Cal- 
ifornia,   1960  imports  fell  1  per  cent  shy  of  the  19.59  record. 

Out  of  the  total  Pacific  Coast  international  tratle,  San  Francisco  had  29,4  per 
cent  of  the  exports  (compared  with  32,9  per  cent  in  1959),  and  28,8  per  cent  of 
all  imports  (compared  with  28,4  per  cent  in  1959).

cluding subsidies  to  railroads,  airlines  and  other  transportation 
facilities. 

Capital  requirement  for  the  Bav  Area  transit  svstems  is  es- 
linialed  at  about  $1,152,000,000,  excluding   rolling  slock.  Of 


this  total  about  $127  mililon  is  represented  by  the  trans-bay 
underwater  rapid  transit  tube  connecting  downtown  San  Fran- 
cisco with  downtown  Oakland,  to  be  financed  by  the  i^alifornia 
Toll  Bridge  Authority  through  issuance  of  revenue  bonds 
service<l  out  of  surplus  Bay  Bridge  tolls — a  commitment  al- 
ready made  by  the  stale  legislature.  The  rolling  stock  will  be 
financed  through  equipment  trust  certificates  payable  from 
passenger  fares. 

"The  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  is  faced  with  a  capital 
financing  requirement  that  is  in  itself  exceedingly  large  and 
also  is  faced  with  a  deficiency  in  borrowing  capacity  under 
existing  state  law.  Thus  the  Chamber  naturally  is  very  much 
interested  in  the  possibility  of  federal  financial  assistance 
C  L.  Fox,  Chamber  General  Manager,  said.

'Business  Progress  Depends  on  Good  Transportation 


The  San  Francisco  Trafficways  Plan  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant suhjects  that  will  ever  he  hrought  to  the  attention  of 
he  Board  of  Supei-visors,  G.  L.  Fox,  Chamher  General  Man- 
iger,  told  the  Supervisors'  Streets  Committee  at  its  hearing 
ast  week. 

"I  am  on  notice  by  important  San  Francisco  inter- 
ests that  unless  early  progress  is  made  in  the  comple- 
tion of  a  satisfactory  San  Francisco  parkway  and 
freeway  system,  they  will  look  elsewhere  with  a  view 
to  future  investments,"  he  staled.  "We  are  living  in 
an  exceedingly  competitive  age  so  far  as  our  con- 
tinued economic  progress  is  concerned  and  it  is  ob- 
viously your  desire,  and  certainly  ours,  to  maintain 
San  Francisco  as  the  central  city  of  the  rapidly  ex- 
panding Bay  Region." 

Fox  was  accompanied  to  the  hearing  by  George  F.  Hansen, 
Vice  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Matson  Navigation  Com- 
pany and  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Civic  Development 
Committee,  and  Leonard  S.  Mosias,  Chairman  of  the  Street, 
Highway  and  Bridge  Section. 

"San  Francisco's  future  as  the  business,  financial 
and  cultural  center  of  the  Bay  Region  and  the  West 
depends  on  its  ability  satisfactorily  to  solve  the  prob- 
lems of  quickly,  economically  and  safely  moving  per- 
sons and  goods  within  the  City  and  across  its  bound- 
aries," Fox  said. 

■'For  some  years,  the  Chamber  has  contended  that  essential 
larts  of  the  overall  transportation   problem   are   traffic   con- 


trol on  city  streets,  parking  facilities,  local  and  area-wide 
rapid  transit,  and  a  system  of  parkways  and  freeways,  each 
in  its  proper  proportion. 

"Excellent  progress  has  been  made  in  improving  the  local 
street  system.  We  are  proud  of  the  steady  progress  made  in 
regard  to  local  transit.  We  have  sought  to  cooperate  fully  with 
a  view  to  an  area-wide  rapid  transit  system.  Wc  believe  that 
the  San  Francisco  Parking  Authority,  in  cooperation  with 
private  enterprise,  has  made  dramatic  progress  and  will 
continue  to  do  so. 

"However,  the  development  and  execution  of  plans 
for  parkways  and  freeways  is  a  facet  of  the  overall 
transportation  problem  that  has  been  stalled  and  it  is 
imperative  that  a  program  for  this  phase  of  the  com- 
munity's   transportation    program    be    resumed   and 
expedited  if  our  index  of  business  activity  is  to  con- 
tinue its  upward  curve  and  the  employment  expected 
in  San  Francisco  is  to  l)e  made  available. 
'"Action  to  cause  progress  in  the  city's  parkway  and  freeway 
planning  and  construction  calls  for  the  highest  order  of  civic 
patriotism.  While  it  is  true  that  there  arc  some  who  are  dis- 
advantaged  by   parkways   and   freeways,   the  welfare   of   our 
city   demands   consideration   of   what   shall   be    best   for   the 
most.  During  recent  years  a  great  deal  of  emotion  has  been 
expressed  in  regard  to  this  subject  and  opposition  to   pro- 
posals has  been  voiced  liy  persons  whose  very  means  of  liveU- 
hood  will  dry  up   unless  this   aspect   of  the   San  Francisco 
transportation  problem  is  solved."

Building  heights  in  San  Francisco's  northern  waterfront  area  front  the  Marina 
to  Pier  31  should  Ije  limited  to  55  feet  with  the  exception  of  "variances  granted  in 
:he  piibhc  interest  hy  the  city's  planning  commission,"  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
he  Chamber  has  recommended. 

Action  of  the  Chamber  hoard  followed  recommendations  of  the  Chamber  Civic 

Development  Committee,  of  which  George  F. 
Hansen,  Vice  President-Secretary  of  Matson 
Navigation  Company,  is  Chairman,  and  the 
Capital  Improvement  and  Land  Use  Section, 
of  which  F.  Marion  Donahoe,  President  of 
Citizens  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion, is  Chairman. 

The  statement  of  the  hoard : 

'*The  board  of  directors  has  adopted 
a  policy  that  would  impose  a  height 
limitation  of  55  feet  in  the  area  in 
ffuestion,  subject  to  the  following  condi- 
tions : 

•  "The  height  limitation  would  not  be  ap- 
plicable in  any  area  now  zoned  for  manufac- 
turing so  long  as  the  property  is  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes:  and 

•  "The  Planning  Commission  would  have 
full  authority  and  power  to  authorize  con- 
struction of  buildings  exceeding  55  feet  when 
such  buildings  are  considered  to  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  San  Francisco,  conditions  as 
to  such  exceptions  to  be  covered  by  standards 
adopted  by  the  Planning  Commission." 

In  an  explanatory  statement.  Donahoe  said:

A  $4.'50.000  renovation  project  wa 
begun  at  One  Montgomery  Street  by  Crocke 
Anglo  National  Bank.  More  significant,  how 
ever,  was  the  first  major  permit  for  construe 
tion  in  the  Western  Addition  Redevelopmen 
Area,  a  $300,000  medical  office  building  a 
Post  and  Divisadero  Streets. 

PERMITS  UPPED 

.Number  of  permits  granted  in  San  Fran 
Cisco  for  the  first  five  months  of  this  yeai 
topped  the  same  period  last  year  by  20.2  pel 
cent  but  total  construction  valuation  slippec 
27.3  per  cent. 

Nearly  $90  million  worth  of  permits  were 
issued  during  May  in  the  San  Franci-sco  Bay 
Area's  nine  counties  (San  Francisco,  Ala 
meda.  Contra  Costa.  Marin.  San  Mateo.  So- 
lano. Napa.  Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma) — biglv 
est  total  recorded  since  1955.  More  than  $52 
million  of  this  went  for  residential  construc- 
tion, involving  4.874  permits.  Permit  value? 
for  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  topped 
the  similar  period  last  year  by  8.8  per  cent 
and  were  ahead  of  the  first  five  months  of  the 
record  year  of  1959. 

LOW  UNEMPLOYMENT 
Employment  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Metropolitan  Area  {counties  of  San  Francis 
Alameda.  Contra  Costa,  Marin,  San  Mateo 
and  Solano)  reached  its  1961  zenith  with 
1,144.200  persons  employed  in  May — up  1.2 
per  cent  over  May  of  last  year.  A  gain 
11.500  employed  over  April  resulted  from  the 
settlement  of  a  trade  dispute  which  returned 
more  than  5.200  machinists  to  their  jobs. 

Unemployment,  totaling  72.200  persons,  was 
the   lowest  of  any  month   this  year  although 
29.8  per  cent  higher  than  May  of  last  year. 
May  Mas  the  heaviest  mortgage-lend- 
ing   month    in    San    Francisco   in    years 
with   1,911  mortgages  recorded  —  36.3 
per  cent  over  May  of  I960 — and  valued 
at  $34,204,716 — up  54.5  per  cent  over 
May  a  year  ago.

$1. 76  Billion  in  Total  Assets  For 
Savings  and  Loan  Associations 

Savings  and  loan  associations  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  had  SI. 76  billion 
in  total  assets  last  year,  according  to  the  Chamber  Research  Department,  an  in- 
crease of  30  per  cent  over  1959 — contrasted  with  an  increase  of  only  17  per  cent 
for  the  state.  The  comparable  increase  for  the  Bay  .\rca  in  1959  over  195fi  was  27 
per  cent. 

Three  new  associations  were  begun  last 
year:  Beacon  Savings  and  Loan  Association 
of  Antinch;  Solano  Savings  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion of  Fairfield;  and  First  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan  Association  of  Sunnyvale.  There 
now  are  53  associations  operating  in  the  nine- 
county  S.  F.  Bay  Area.  Five  of  these  had 
assets  of  over  $100  million  —  three  in  .San 
Francisco,  one  in  Oakland,  and  one  in  San 
Jose. 

During  the  year,  the  number  with  San  Fran- 
cisco as  their  headquarters  increased  to  16 
with  the  transfer  of  Security  Savings  and 
Loan  Association's  main  office  from  .San  Jose 
to  San  Francisco. 

Assets  of  San  Francisco  associations  alone 
are  now  $724  million,  compared  to  $504  mil- 
lion at  the  end  of  1959 — an  increase  of  43.7 
per  cent  in  one  year. 

Loans  recorded  by  savings  and  loan  asso- 
ciations in  San  Francisco  during  1960  totaled 
over  $96  million,  up  41  per  cent  from  $68  mil- 
lion in  1959.  The  associations  last  year  made 
.36.6  per  cent  of  all  mortgage  loans  in  San 
Francisco.

San  Francisco  l)usiness  activity  for  the  fiist  half  of  the  year  rose  8.1  per  cent 
ahove  the  first  half  of  last  year,  accordin};  to  the  Research  Department  of  the 
Chainl)er.  A  rise  of  3. .5  per  cent  for  June  over  the  previous  month  .skyrocketed 
the  Chamber  business  index  figure  to  186.3  for  the  six-month   jieriod   this   year. 

Bank  debits  in  San  Francisco  for  June  soared  to  25.7  per  cent  over  the  same 
month  in  1960  to  a  record  $6.4  billion.  Mort- 
gage   loans    increased    by    17.4    per   cent    in 
number  and  .52.3  per  cent  in  value. 

San  Francisco  construction  permits,  reach- 
ing a  zenith  for  the  year,  totaled  $11.8  mil- 
lion— more  than  twice  the  total  for  June.

Acquisition  of  Fort  Funston  for  iiark  pur- 
poses—involved in  the  $1,100,000  bond  pro- 
posal on  the  November  municipal  ballot — 
has  been  supported  by  the  Chamber,  accord- 
ing to  G.  L.  Fox.  General  Manager. 

Action  of  the  Chamber  board  followed 
studies  and  recommendations  of  the  organiza- 
tion's Capital  Improvement  and  Land  Use 
Section,  of  which  F.  Marion  Donaboe,  Presi- 
dent of  Citizens'  Federal  Savings  &  Loan  As- 
sociation, is  Chairman;  the  Civic  Development 
Committee,  of  which  George  F.  Hansen,  Vice 
President  -  Secretary  of  Matson  Navigation 
Company,  is  Chairman:  and  the  Tax  Section, 
of  which  E.  V.  Donovan.  Tax  Manager  of  Cali- 
fornia and  Hawaiian  Sugar  Refining  Corp.. 
Ltd..  is  Chairman. 

"Fori  Funston — an  area  of  116.934 
acres  along  San  Francisco's  ocean  front, 
has  been  declared  surplus  federal  prop- 
erty by  the  General  Services  Adminis- 
tration,'' Fox  explained.  "The  property 
is  available  to  the  city  and  county  or  the 
stale  at  a  bargain  price  provided  the 
city  acts  by  January  of  next  year.  Other- 
wise a  public  auction  to  sell  at  least  part 
of  the  land  to  private  developers  will  be 
scheduled. 

"The  city."  he  continued,  "has  an  under- 
standing with  the  State  Park  Commission 
that,  if  San  Francisco  acquires  Fort  Funston. 
the  state  w(mld  reimburse  the  city  $1,067,500 
for  the  land  and  would  develop  and  operate  it 
as  a  state  park.  The  state  cannot  act  in  time 
to  purchase  the  land  directly  from  the  GSA 
before  the  January  deadline.  Action  of  the 
state  legislature — and  possibly  a  state  bond 
proposal  for  approval  by  the  electorate — is 
required.

Business  Activity  Up  S.l^/o  for  the  First  Half  of  1961

31.1  per  cent  above  June  of  last  year.  The 
six-mniith  total  of  $486,620,000  was  consider- 
ably above  last  year  and  the  record  year  of 
1959. 

Residential  construction  for  the  year  was 
S271..S80.000  or  5.9  per  cent  above  1960  al- 
though not  as  high  as  the  1959  total  of  $284,- 
479.000. 

Construction  employment  in  June  was  the 
same  as  the  same  month  last  year  in  both  the 
San  Francisco  ■  Oakland  Metropolitan  Area, 
72.100.  and  in  the  San  Jose  area,  19,200. 

Total  employment  rose  9.800  between  May 
and  .lune  to  1.154.000  persons  and  was  1.3 
per  cent  above  June  of  last  year.  Largest 
year-to-year  gains  were  in  government  and 
service  empU)ynient.  Manufacturing  employ- 
ment, especially  in  durable  goods,  was  down 
1.8  per  cent  from  June  to  June.  In  the  San 
Jose  area,  employment  increased  11,300  from 
May  to  June,  and  gained  16,700  or  7.0  per 
cent  over  June.  1960;  manufacturing  gains  of 
6.900  accounted  for  more  than  half  of  the 
June-to-june  increase,  especially  noticeable  in 
durable  goods. 

Unemployment 

Unemphiyment  continued  to  h)Om  large  with 
6.3  per  cent  of  the  labor  force  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland area  or  78,200  jobless,  and  7.5 
per  cent  in  the  San  Jose  area  or  20,800  un- 
employed. 

May  figures  for  average  weekly  earnings 
showed  that  manufacturing  and  construction 
wage  levels  in  tlie  San  Francisco-Oakland 
area  were  at  the  highest  point  ever,  $113.78 
and  $144.76.  respectively.  Average  manufac- 
turing wage  in  the  San  Jose  area,  which  was 
some  $5  higher  than  San  Francisco  last  year, 
was  $3.69  hiwer.  on  the  average,  in  May. 

Department  store  sales  in  the  Bay  Area's 
three  largest  cities  showed  gains  in  June  over 
June.  1960.  San  Francisco  was  up  0.9  per 
cent.  Oakland  10.7  per  cent  and  San  Jose  7.5 
per  cent. 

Stork  Activity  Brisk 

Department  store  sales  for  the  first  half  of 
the  year  were  down  in  San  Francisco,  1.4  per 
cent,  with  Oakland  up  7.8  per  cent  and  San 
Jose  up  5.5  per  cent. 

Brisk  activity  was  reported  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  Stork  Exchange,  with  44.701.815  shares 
traded  from  January  to  June,  nearly  etpial  to 
all  of  last  year's  activity.  In  June  $98  million 
worth  of  stock  was  traded,  lowest  month  this 
year  but  far  above  the  best  month  of  last 
year. 

World  trade  through  the  San  Francisco 
Customs  District  showed  exports  down  3.6  per 
cent  and  im|iorIs  off  13.1  per  cent  for  the  first 
four  months  of  1961  vs.  1960. 

In  the  fiidd  of  transportation,  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  reported  that  scheduled 
arrivals  and  departures  of  planes  were  off  9.1 
per  cint  for  the  five  months  this  year  but  the 
number  of  passengers  was  nearly  ecpial  to 
the  cumulative  period  last  year.  Sizeable  gains 
were  reported  for  air  mail,  air  freight  and  air 
express.

Rail  car  loadings  were  down  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  surrounding  areas  for  June  and 
the  year  to  date.

A  PIONEERING  TECHNIC  to  extend  the  useful 
ness  and  movement  of  cargo  containers  at  U  S 
ports  —  first  tested  eight  months  ago  —  has  been 
approved  for  national  adoption,  according  to  the 
Marine  Exchange.  Commissioner  of  Customs  Philip 
Nichols,  Jr.,  has  issued  instructions  to  all  customs 
districts  making  available  the  new  method  of  ship 
ping  cargo  in  containers  and  vans  directly  from 
ships  to  importers'  warehouses  and  other  non-water 
front  locations  where  cargo  can  be  unloaded  with 
out  direct  customs  supervision.  Formerly  containers 
were  either  opened  on  the  docks,  or.  when  by  spe 
cial  arrangement  containerized  cargo  was  allowed  to 
move  directly  from  vessel  to  warehouse,  packages 
had  to  be  taken  back  to  the  customs  appraiser  to 
determine  duty  due— procedures  which  reduced  the 
advantages  offered  by  the  increasingly  popular  use 
of  containers  in  world  commerce.  .  .  .

"Mfanwiiile.  written  assurance  liasi;  been  ol)- 
tainetl  from  tlie  State  Park  Commission  that 
Fort  Fiinston  will  be  given  high  priority  in  its 
five-year  plan  for  state  parks.  The  state  legis- 
lature has  passed  a  resolution  (AJR  ,38)  urg- 
ing the  development  of  Fort  Funston  as  a 
state  park. 

**Thus,  there  are  assurances  that  if 
the  bond  issue  passes  that  the  cit.v  and 
eount.v  would  be  reimbursed  bv  the 
slate  for  the  property  within  a  reason- 
able period.

S.F,  Building  Construction  Totals 
$319  Million  for  First  Half  of  '61 

Building  construction  in  San  Francisco  totaled  more  than  $319  million  in 
value  for  the  first  half  of  this  year,  including  nearly  $140  miUion  for  proj- 
ects under  way  and  nearly  $180  million  for  projects  to  be  started  between 
now  and  niid-1962,  according  to  the  Chamber  Research  Department.  Among 
major  projects  under  way  was  the  $32.7  million  Federal  Office  bu'l^lj"! 
When  completed,  this  20-story  structure  will  be  the  larg- 
est oflHce  building;  in  the  West.  Located  on  the  block 
l)oundcd  l)y  Golden  Gate  Avenue  and  Larkin,  Turk  and 
Polk  Streets,  it  will  have  nearly  one  million  square  feet 
of  usable  floor  space. 

Other  major  projects

Battle  to  Maintain 
S.  F.  Naval  Shipyard 

Although  President  John  F.  Kennedy  has 
stated  his  opposition  to  the  closing  of  the 
San  Francisco  Naval  Shipyard,  the  Chamber 
lias  pledged  that  it  will  undertake  a  vigorous 
program  to  assure  that  the  yard  will  be  kept 
open. 

"The  San  Francisco  Chamber — in  behalf  of 
national  defense — has  advocated  the  main- 
tenance and  expansion  of  the  yard  for  many 
years,"  according  to  O.  R.  Doerr.  President 
of  the  Chamber.  Expressing  "complete  amaze- 
ment" when  advised  of  reports  from  Wash- 
ington that  the  closing  of  the  yard  was  being 
contemplated.  Doerr  said  that  the  Chamber 
"has  been  proud  of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  most 
efficient  yard  of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 

"In  this  time  in  international  tension,  it 
is  beyond  understanding  why  any  proposal 
would  be  made  to  close  the  yard."  Doerr  con- 
tinued. "The  facilities  of  the  yard  are  com- 
pletely modern.  Its  personnel  has  been  highly 
commended  for  the  economy  and  efficiency  of 
its  operations.  Despite  technological  develop- 
ments affecting  wartimi'  techniques,  the  Navy 
unqueslionably  is  going  to  have  a  very  impor- 
tant part  in  the  future  of  the  Pacific  Basin.

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Business  Activity  Up  for  Months  Down  for  Year 


Business  activity  in  San  Francisco  during 
July,  at  its  lowest  ebb  since  February,  never- 
ihiless  gained  6.1  per  cent  over  the  similar 
uiiinlli  last  year,  according  to  the  Research 
Department  of   the  Chamber. 

The  July  index — based  on  bank  debits,  de- 
partment store  sales,  electrical  energy  sales 
and  freight  car  loadings — was  178.0. 

Bank  debits  again  topped  the  $6  billion 
level,  second  month  in  a  row.  and  recorded 
a  resounding  28.5  per  cent  increase  over  July. 
1960. 

Mortgage  loans  chalked  up  a  modern  higli 
for  the  month  in  San  Francisco  with  $47  mil- 
lion recorded  —  a  whopping  125.5  [)er  cent 
gain  over  a  year  ago.  Totals  to  date  are  41.8 
per  cent  ahead  in  valuation  and  15.8  per  cent 
in  number. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Stock  Exchange  had  a 
17.3  per  cent  increase  in  shares  traded  and 
rose  24.4  per  cent  in  value  for  shares  traded. 
Volume  for  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year 
ran  84.4  per  cent  ahead  of  the  similar  period 
last  year. 

San  Francisco  department  store  sales,  with 
an  index  of  121.5  for  July,  topped  all  other 
months  for  the  year  and  were  6.9  per  cent 
above  July.  1960. 

Electrical  energy  sales  gained  4.3  per  cent 
for  July  over  the  same  month  of  last  year. 
Commercial  gas  was  up  5.1  per  cent,  water 
sales  to  industrial  and  commercial  users  up 

2.2  per  cent  and  1.0  per  cent  to  residences. 
Construction    permits    issued    in    July    fell 

lielow  the  1.000  mark  for  the  first  time  since 
January,  but  were  still  15.7  per  cent  ahead 
of  last  year  in  cumulative  totals. 

Almost  $9  million  worth  of  building  was 
authorized — including  a  19-story,  73-unit  co- 
operative apartment  house  at  Sacramento 
Street  and  Sproule  Lane.  $3,685,991:  and  two 
schools.  Golden  Gate  Elementary.  Turk  and 
Pierce  Streets,  $575,000.  and  a  Roman  Catho- 
lic school  at  Florida  and  25th  Streets.  $300,- 
000. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  showed  in- 
creased activity  over  a  year  ago  with  the  lone 
exception   of   incoming   shipping   which   was 

4.3  per  cent  fewer  vessels  arriving  with  5.1 
per  cent  less  tonnage.  Outgoing  ships  num- 
bered 11  more  in  July  than  in  July  of  last 
year  and  showed  a  0.1  per  cent  rise  in  ton- 
nage. 

Construction  permits  in  the  nine-county  Bay 
Area  (.San  Francisco.  Alameda.  Contra  Costa, 
Marin,  .San  Mateo,  .Solano,  Napa.  Santa  Clara 
and  Sonoma)  totaled  $86.1  million — up  34.1 
per  cent  above  the  seven  months'  period  of  last 
year. 

The  total  labor  force  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Metropolitan  Area  increased  by  2.3 
per  cent  from  July.  1960.  to  July.  1961.  but 
the  number  employed  rose  only  1.4  per  cent. 
Unemployment,  as  a  result,  rose  19.6  per  cent 
to  70.700  persons,  or  5.8  per  cent  of  the  work 
force.  Unemployment,  however,  was  lower  in 
July  than  in  any  month  so  far  in  1961.

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S.F.  Business  Activity  Gains  For  Month  of  August 


San  Francisco  business  activity  rose  2.9  per 
cent  in  August  over  the  same  month  last  year 
and  was  up  0.9  per  cent  from  July,  according 
to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Researcli  Department. 

The  Chamber  index  of  189.3  is  based  on 
the  1947-49  average  of  100.  Bank  debits 
showed  a  jump  of  16.7  per  cent  for  the  month 
of  .\ugusl  over  the  similar  month  of  1960. 
Retail  sales  gained  2.3  per  cent.  Electric  en- 
ergy sales  rose  slightly.  Freight  car  loadings, 
the  fourth  index  component,  slipped  4.8  per 
cent. 

Department  store  sales  in  Oakland  fell  4.0 
per  cent  from  August  of  last  year.  Bank  deb- 
its .slipped  2.8  per  cent. 

San  Jose  retail  trade  was  up  7.1  per  cent, 
measured  by  department  store  sales,  while 
bank  debits  ascended  3.4  per  cent. 

Dollar  volume  of  new  construction 
authorized  in  San  Francisco  was  5.4  per 
cent  below  August  of  1960 — the  lowest 
this  Tear,  despite  the  fact  that  the  num- 
ber of  permits  issued  was  up  8.7  per 
cent.  For  the  first  eight  months  of 
comparative  years,  the  changes  were 
even  more  noticeable — 8.3  per  cent  less 
in  value  but  14.7  per  cent  greater  in 
number. 

Bay  area  construction  totals  were  up  14.8 
per  cent  over  the  first  eight  months  of  1960. 
The  other  eight  counties  in  the  San  Franci.sco 
Bay  Area  showed  a  net  gain  of  18.3  per  cent 
while  San  Francisco  dropped  8.3  per  cent. 

Shares  traded  on  the  Pacific  Coast  Stock 
Exchange  in  August  topped  the  previous  Au- 
gust by  34.0  per  cent.  More  than  52  million 
shares  have  been  exchanged  thus  far  this  year 
— a  77.4  per  cent  gain  over  the  first  eight 
months  of  1960. 

Revenue     tonnage     loaded     and     un- 
loaded   at    the    Port    of    San    Francisco 
lopped  half  a  million  tons  in  August — 
highest  total  since  March,   19S9.    More 
than   58   per  cent  of  that   tonnage   was 
of  foreign  origin  or  destination.

Proposition  "I"  on  tlie  Ni)v<'iiilier  niuiiiiipal  liallnt — the  ac(|uisi- 
lion  of  the  Fox  Theatre  as  a  convenliDii  faiilily  hy  ihe  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco — has  been  appmved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Chamber.  Action  of  the  Chamber  Board  foHowed  recommendations  of 
the  Chamber  Capital  Improvement  and  Land  Use  Section  and  the 
Chamber  Civic  Development  Committee. 

"Competition  for  conventions  is  stronger  than  ever.  We  must  pro- 
vide facilities  that  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  other  cities." 
the  Chamber  joint-committee  report  stated.  "Since  exhibits  support 
the  cost  of  conventions,  they  must  be  so  located  that  those  attending 
have  ready  access  to  them.

Retention  of  Presidio  as  a  Military 
Site  Urged  by  Chamber  President 

San  Francisco's  Presidio  should  be  retained  as  a  military  site  in  the  interests 
of  national  defense,  according  to  the  Chamber.  In  a  letter  to  Robert  S.  McNamara, 
Secretary  of  Defense,  O.  R.  Doerr,  President  of  the  Chamber,  wrote  that  "declar- 
ing; the   Presidio   surplus   to   national   defense  needs   could   seriously   weaken  the 

defensive  strength  of  this  area." 

Pointing  out  that  the  Chamber  has.  over 
the  years,  "upheld  the  military  role  of  the 
Presidio  against  recurring  suggestions  that 
the  land  be  utilized  for  private  purposes," 
Doerr  wrote  that  "the  loss  to  San  Francisco 
of  the  Presidio's  estimated  annual  payroll, 
purchases  and  contracts  of  $73  million  could 
cause  serious  economic  disruptions  not  likely 
to  be  offset  by  the  stimulus  of  private  Presidio- 
land  development. 

The  letter  also  opposed  proposals  to  re- 
locate Letterman  General  Hospital.  "Its  prox- 
imity to  other  major  medical  centers  and  its 
strategic  location  from  the  viewpoint  of  those 
it  serves  as  well  as  all  whom  it  may  serve  in 
the  event  of  disaster  bespeak  for  its  retention 
at  its  present  Presidio  site,"  he  concluded.

$115  Million  Water  Bond  Issue 
Backed  by  Chamber  Directors 

Sii])[)ort  of  Proposition  A  on  the  Novetnl)or  iimnicipal  liallot,  the  $115  million 
water  supply  improveincnl  bond  issue  which  would  double  San  Francisco's  water 
supply  system,  has  been  reaffinned  by  the  Chamber,  according  to  G.  L.  Fox,  Cham- 
ber Elxecutive  Vice  President. 

"This  bond  issue  would  make  it  possible  for  the  city  to  puarantee  its  future 
needs  for  water  and  to  continue  to  meet  the 


ever-growing  needs  of  the  suburban  popula- 
tion over  a  20-year  period  by  the  sale  of 
water  and  Hetch  Hetchy  power,"  Fox  pointed 
out.  "The  bond  issue  would  not  affect  the 
tax  rate." 

The  construction  program  would  nearly 
double  the  system's  present  daily  delivery 
capacity  of  180  million  gallons.  Fox  said. 
Additional  water  construction  facilities  in  the 
Sierras  would  guarantee  San  Francisco's 
ability  to  provide  a  dependable  water  supply 
of  400  million  gallons  daily  to  its  Bay  Area 
customers  to  at  least  the  year  2015.

Manufacturers  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region's  9  counties — San  Francisco,  Alameda, 
Contra  Costa,  Marin,  San  Mateo,  Solano, 
Napa,  Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma — committed 
$108,224,600  for  551  projects  for  the  cumula- 
tive period.

Elimination  of  penalty  charges  on  trucking 
and  railroad  shipments  to,  from  or  within  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  counties  has  been 
urged  by  the  Chamber  Board  of  Directors, 
according  to  G.  L.  Fox.  Executive  "Vice  Presi- 
dent. 

Charles  C.  Miller,  Manager  of  the  Chamber 
Transportation  Department,  will  appear  in 
Case  5432,  Petitions  233  and  235  "as  an  inter- 
ested party"  in  support  of  the  elimination  of 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  counties  sur- 
charge. The  Chamber  is  not  taking  a  position 
on  the  general  increases  of  rates  and  charges 
statewide. 

"Petitions  233  and  235,  filed  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Trucking  Associations,  and  western 
railroads  seek  to  increase  the  rates  and 
charges  in  minimum  rate  tariff  Number  2 
(state-wide),"    Miller  explained. 

"Because  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  sur- 
charges are  in  fact  discriminatory  to  shippers 
and  receivers,  the  Chamber  Transportation 
Committee  felt  compelled  to  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  that  they  be  elimi- 
nated."

S.  F.  Business  Activity  Shows  September  Gain 


San  Francisco  business  activity  index  of 
185.7  for  September — based  on  the  1947-49 
average  of  100 — rose  2.7  i)er  cent  over  the 
same  m<inlh  last  year,  hut  slipped  2.1  per  cent 
from  Aiif!iist.  according  to  the  Chamber  Re- 
search Department. 

Of  llie  four  components  wliich  comprise  the 
Chamber  index,  electric  energy  sales,  up  6..'> 
per  cent,  showed  the  greatest  gain.  Depart- 
ment store  sales  rose  3.4  per  cent  and  bank 
debits  2.1  per  cent.  Freight  car  loadings  fell 
9.7  per  cent. 

Deparlmeni  store  sales  also  gained  else- 
where around  the  Bay  Area  in  September,  ris- 
ing .S.8  per  cent  in  San  Jo,se  and  2.4  per  cent 
in  Oakland  over  a  year  ago.  Bank  debits 
soared  6.1  per  cent  in  San  Jose  and  were  off 
0.3  per  cent  in  Oakland.  Freight  car  loadings 
were  down  1.9  per  cent  in  the  Bay  Area. 

Construction  in  San  FrancLsco  was  45.4  per 
cent  above  .September  of  1960  in  dollar  valua- 
tion and  14.0  per  cent  higher  in  number  of 
liermits  issued. 

Forly-six  per  cent  of  the  $10  million  worth 
of  construction  permits  was  accounted  for  in 
two  projects:  a  $2  million  cooperative  apart- 
ment building,  comprising  51  units,  at  1070 
Green  Street,  and  a  $2.4  million  warehouse 
and  distributing  facility  for  the  United  Parcel 
.Service  at  16th  Street  and  San  Bruno  Avenue. 

More  than  $79  million  worth  of  new  con- 
struction was  authorized  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  this  year— only  3.8  per  cent  less 
than  the  pace  set  in  the  record-breaking  year 
of  1960.  The  number  of  permits  issued  for  the 
year  to  date  rose  14.6  per  cent  over  the  first 
three  quarters  of  last  year. 

September  Bay  Area  construction  (the  nine 
counties  of  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Marin, 
San  Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Solano,  Napa, 
Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma!  showed  a  decline 
of  12.9  per  cent  from  September.  I960. 

With  nearly  $730  million  of  new  Bay  Area 
construction  started  for  the  first  nine  months 
of  this  year,  an  increase  of  11.3  per  cent  was 
recorded  over  the  similar  period  last  year 

There  were  22.100  additional  persons  em- 
ployed m  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Metro- 
politan Area  (counties  of  Alameda,  Contra 
Costa,  Marin,  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo  and 
Solano)  and  1.5,700  additional  persons  em- 
ployed in  the  San  Jose  area.  Agriculture  was 
the  biggest  gainer  in  the  former  area;  services, 
with  a  gain  of  11.7  per  cent,  and  government! 
up  10.1  per  cent,  led  the  field  in  San  Jose. 

Average  wages  continued  to  increase  in 
each  area.  Weekly  earnings  in  manufacturing 
were  up  2.5  per  cent  in  September  over  the 
same  month  last  year  in  San  Jose,  and  were 
up  3.7  per  cent  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Metropolitan  Area  where  construction  earn- 
ings gained  6.2  per  cent  and  retail  trade,  6.8 
per  cent. 

August  air  traffic  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  and  Oakland  Airport  showed 
its  highest  volume  thus  far  this  year. 

Arrivals  and  departures  of  airline  flights  at 
.San  Francisco  totaled  13,308  in  August,  a  gain 
of  6.5  per  cent  over  the  same  month  last  year 
and  4,167  flights  were  recorded  for  the  month 
at  Oakland  Airport.  The  number  of  passen- 
gers at  San  Francisco  totaled  488,253,  a  rec- 
ord and  6.1  per  cent  above  the  same  month 
last  year.

Civil  Aeronautics 
Proposed  Rules  of 
Procedure  Opposed 

A  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  proposal  that 
consolidation  of  two  or  more  public  bodies  or 
civic  organizations,  representing  the  interests 
of  a  particular  community  in  the  presentation 
of  evidence  and  briefs  in  route  proceedings, 
be  made  mandatory  has  been  opposed  by  the 
Chamber  Board  of  Directors,  according  to  G. 
L.  Fox,  Chamber  Executive  Vice  President. 

Opposition  of  the  Chamber  board  followed 
the  recommendation  of  the  Chamber  Trans- 
portation Committee,  of  which  Gerald  H. 
Trautman  of  McCutchen,  Doyle,  Brown  &  En- 
ersen,  is  Chairman. 

"The  CAB  served  notice  September  26  in 
Docket  No.  13060  that  it  has  under  considera- 
tion amendments  to  its  rules  of  practice  relat. 
ing  to  participation  of  public  bodies  and 
groups  in  route  proceedings,"  Fox  said. 

"On  October  10,  the  Chamber  Transporta- 
tion Committee  held  a  meeting  to  consider  the 
proposed  CAB  rule  changes. 

"The  Transportation  Committee  concluded 
after  much  study  and  discussion  that  the  man- 
datory requirement  for  consolidation  of  the 
cases  of  chambers  of  commerce  and  cities  and 
counties  in  route  matters  would  be  detrimental 
to  the  public  interest. 

"Although  in  most  ca.ses  full  cooperation 
between  the  cities,  counties  and  chambers  of 
commerce  is  an  accomplished  fact,  there 
are  often  different  and  diversified  approaches 
which  should  be  independently  presented." 

Proposition  H 

Proposition  H  on  the  November  municipal 
ballot,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  hear- 
ing officers  to  take  evidence  and  to  hear  disci- 
plinary cases  against  civil  service  employees, 
is  supported  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Chamber,  according  to  G.  L.  Fox,  Executive 
Vice  President.

"Conversion  of  Fort  Funston  to  a  real  estate 
development  would  create  a  new  burden  on 
taxpayers,"  according  to  E.  V.  Donovan,  Tax 
Manager  of  California  and  Hawaiian  Sugar 
Refining  Corporation  and  Chairman  of  tlie 
Chamber  Tax  Section.

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S.F.  Business  Activity  Shows  Big  October  Gain 


October  business  activity  in  San  Francisco 
r"-c  16.6  per  cent  above  the  samp  month  last 
year  and  12.4  per  cent  above  September  of 
this  year,  according  lo  the  Chamber  Research 
Department. 

The  Chamber  iiiJlex  of  208.9  for  October- 
based  on  a  1947-4<raverage  of  100— showed 
tlie  largest  increase  in  several  years  from  one 
month  to  another  in  the  succeeding  year. 

Biggest  gain  among  tlie  four  components 
comprising  the  Chamber  index  was  bank  deb- 
its to  deman(]  deposits — up  25.1  per  cent  over 
a  year  ago  in  October  to  a  new  high,  the  first 
month  debits  ever  have  topped  the  $6  million 
mark  in  San  Francisco. 

Electric  energy  sales  were  up  3.8  per  cent 
over  Octoher.  1960,  capping  a  four-month  rise. 

Construction  Rises 

Department  store  sales  in  San  Francisco, 
although  at  a  high  point  for  the  year,  were 
0.6  per  cent  less  in  October  than  the  same 
month  last  year.  Oakland  sales  also  were  off 
0.6  per  cent.  San  Jose  registered  a  gain  of 
4.8  per  cent. 

October  construction  permits  issued  in  San 
Francisco  totaled  1,281,  a  rise  of  29.1  per 
cent  above  the  same  month  last  year  and  a 
high  for  the  year.  They  were  valued  at  $13.1 
million,  46.8  per  cent  above  October,  1960. 

Value  of  permits  issued  during  the  10- 
month  period  is  $92  million  —  1.1  per  cent 
ahead  of  the  record  year  of  1960  for  the  same 
period. 

Included  in  the  $13.1  million  of  October 
permits  were  two  niulti-million-dollar  projects 
— the  Royal  Towers  cooperative  apartments 
on  Taylor  near  Green  street,  $4,010,792,  and 
the  Bay  View  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciation home  office  building,  at  22nd  and  Mis- 
sion streets,  ime  of  the  first  major  office  build- 
ings in  San  Francisco  to  be  constructed  out- 
side of  the  central  business  district.  An  addi- 
tional permit  was  issued  at  $4.50.000  for  the 
Wells  Fargo  Bank  American  Trust  Com- 
pany's new  $11  million  headquarters  building 
at  464  California  street,  now  nearing  comple- 
tiim.  A  new  addition  was  authorized  at  $613,- 
000  for  the  Jose  Ortega  elementary  school  on 
Sargent  between  Arch  and  Ram.sell  streets  in 
the  Ocean  View  district. 

189  Units  A  Day 

In  the  .San  Francisco  Bay  Area's  nine 
counties  —  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Marin, 
Napa.  .San  Francisco,  Santa  Clara,  Solano, 
.San  Mateo  and  Sonoma — more  than  $83  mil- 
liim  in  construction  valuation  was  authorized, 
including  $.'53  million  of  new  homes  and 
apartments  approved — gains  of  27.0  per  cent 
and  2.3.3  jht  cent,  respectivi'ly.  over  the 
month  of  October  a  year  ago. 

New  housing  in  the  Bay  Area  is  being 
authorized  at  the  rate  of  189  units  a  day  for 
each  business  day  thus  far  this  year. 

Emiiloyment  in  thi-  .San  Francisco-Oakland 
Metrojiolilan  Area— Alameda,  Contra  Costa, 
Marin,  .San  Mateo,  .Solano  and  San  Francisco 
counties  — totaled  1,17.5,800  in  October,  an 
increase  of  2.0  per  cent  over  October,  1960.

One  of  the  unique  monuments  ot  the  world  is  dry-docked  at  Ocean  Beach   in 

San  Francisco — the  first  ship  ever  to  negotiate  the  ice-bound  Northwest  Passage. 

The  ship,  the  schooner-rigged,  47-ton  Gjoa — 70  feet  in  length  with  a  beam  of 

20  feet — was  the  first  ship  to  pass  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  the  Pacific  Ocean 

north  of  the  Straits  of  Magellan. 

The  sloop  was  built  at  Hardanger  Fjord,  Norway,  in  1872.  After  serving  20  years 
as  a  herring  boat  and  sealer,  she  was  purchased  by  Arctic  Explorer  Roald  Amund- 
sen. Her  hull  was  sheathed  in  hardwood,  iron  strips  bolted  to  her  bow,  and  a  13- 
horsepower  petroleum  engine  added. 

On  June  16,  1903,  she  set  sail 
from  Christiana  (now  Oslo),  Nor- 
way, for  the  Arctic  and  the  North- 
west Passage  —  the  existence  of 
which  had  intrigued  the  adventur- 
ous for  centuries — with  six  compan- 
ions, Eskimo  dogs,  scientific  instru- 
ments and  enough  stores  for  five 
years. 

Disaster  soon  struck;  a  fire  broke 
out  in  the  engine  room;  a  myster- 
ious malady  killed  many  of  the 
dogs;  the  sloop  was  grounded  on 
a  reef  In  the  Northwest  Passage 
and — only  after  precious  deck  car- 
go had  been  tossed  overboard — 
^^^^  was  she  refloated. 

^^i^  _^^_mJMIV  '  ■  For   three   years   Amundsen    re- 

mained in  the  Arctic  facing  tem- 
peratures often  below  60  degrees. 
In  addition  to  discovering  the  Passage,  Amundsen  succeeded  in  fixing  the  location 
of  the  magnetic  pole. 

October  19,  1906,  the  Gjoa  proudly  sailed  through  the  Golden  Gate  after 
passing  through  the  Bering  Sea  into  the  Pacific  Ocean.  She  dropped  anchor  in 
Bonita  Cove  (San  Francisco  Bay)  and  proceeded  to  Mare  Island  Navy  Yard  where 
battleships  dipped  their  colors  In  tribute  to  the  gallant  little  vessel.  On  June  16, 
1909,  the  Gjoa  was  presented  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  by  Captain  Amundsen.

Airport  Traffic  Gains 

San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  showed  a  3.4 
per  cent  gain  in  September  (latest  month  re- 
ported) over  the  same  month  last  year.  In 
nine  months  this  year  about  the  same  number 
of  passengers  have  traveled  on  4.2  per  cent 
fewer  flights  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco. 

Mail  carried  by  planes  jumped  25.7  per 
cent  for  the  nine  months  over  the  similar 
period  last  year  and  both  air  express  and  air 
freight  showed  gains  of  11  per  cent.

S.F.  Business  Activity  Shows  Big  Gain  in  November 


November  business  activity  in  tlie  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  was  considerably  higher  than 
for  the  corresponding  month  in  1960,  accord- 
ing to  the  Research  Department  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Tlie  Chamber  index  of  business  activity  in 
San  Francisco  stood  at  200.7  in  November,  9.6 
|)er  cent  above  that  of  a  year  ago,  although 
.3.9  per  cent  less  than  October  of  this  year. 

All  four  components  of  the  business  index 
showed  gains.  Bank  debits  increased  by  12.1 
per  cent  in  November  over  the  same  month 
last  year,  department  store  sales  were  up  3.6 
per  cent,  electric  energy  sales  7.2  per  cent, 
and  freight  carloadings  5.5  per  cent  above  a 
year  ago. 

Oakland  showed  a  bank  debit  increase  of 
12.6  per  cent  and  department  store  sales  in- 
creased 4.2  per  cent  in  November.  San  Jose 
recorded  gains  of  21.4  per  cent  and  6.1  per 
cent,  respectively,  in  these  departments. 

Total  employment  in  the  San  Francisco-Oak- 
land  area  was  up  2.2  per  cent  over  November, 
1960,  and  unemployment  dropped  one-half  of 
one  per  cent.  Biggest  gains  were  in  the  gov- 
ernment and  services  categories,  4.5  per  cent 
and  3.2  per  cent,  respectively. 

.\verage  weekly  wages  also  rose  in  the  San 
Kranci.sco-Oakland  area.  For  the  fourth  con- 
secutive mitnth.  weekly  wages  topped  $150  in 
the  construction  industry  in  October.  5.3  per 
cent  above  the  1960  average  of  $142.66  for 
the  same  month  last  year. 

-Manufacturing  workers'  average  wages  were 
up  3.6  per  cent  from  October  1960  to  $114.36 
per  week  in  October  1961.  and  up  2.6  per  cent 
in  .Santa  Clara  County  to  $111.38  per  week. 

Measured  by  building  permits  authorized, 
constructit)n  in  the  Bay  Area's  nine  counties 
topped  $80  million  for  the  first  eight  months 
this  year  and  permits  issued  thus  far  are  val- 
ued at  more  than  8893  million — 13.9  per  cent 
above  the  same  period  last  year  and  higher 
liian  any  full  year  on  record.  Residential  con- 
struction alone  is  ahead  of  the  entire  year  of 
1960  and  about  even  with  1959.  the  former 
record  year. 

In  San  Francisco,  total  value  of  permits  is- 
sued approached  $10  million — 27.6  per  cent 
above  November.  1960.  Number  of  permits 
rose  27.9  per  cent.  Residential  construction 
permits  remained  at  the  same  level  of  value, 
$.39  milliim.  for  the  first  11  months  of  this  year 
compared  to  the  similar  period  last  year,  but 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  authorized  was 
o(f  18.6  per  cent. 

Major  projects  authorized  in  San  Francisco 
included  Portsmouth  Plaza  unflerground  ga- 
rage. $2,221,000;  Railway  Express  Agency 
distributing  center  at  Egbert  and  Carroll 
Streets.  $9.32,000;  and  the  Holy  Trinity  Greek 
Orthodox  Church  on  Brotherhood  Way, 
$600,000. 

Value  of  all  construction  authorized  in  San 
Francisco  now  has  lopped  the  $100  milliim 
mark  for  11  months  of  1961. 

World  trade  scored  impressive  gains  in 
.September  (latest  month  for  which  data  are 
available).  Exports  were  up  38.2  per  cent  and 
imports  11.7  per  cent  over  the  corresponding 
niontli  of  1960.  For  the  nine  months  of  the 
year  exports  were  31.1  per  cent  ahead  of  1960 
but  imports  were  off  26.8  per  cent  in  the  San 
Francisco  Customs  District. 


Shipping  in  November  in  Bay  Area  ports 
showed  slight  gains  over  a  year  ago,  but  the 
year-to-date  totals  showed  a  two  per  cent  loss 
in  incoming  and  outgoing  cargo  vessels. 

Passenger  traffic  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  is  comparable  to  last  year  for 
the   first   ten   months,   but   mail   carried   was 


almost  25  per  cent  higher,  air  express  10  per 
cent  higher,  and  air  freight  12.6  per  cent 
ahead  of  the  ten-month  period  of  1960.  In 
Oakland,  however,  airline  arrivals  and  depar- 
tures and  passenger  traffic  declined  consider- 
ably as  a  result  of  cessation  of  certain  airlines* 
services  this  year.
